“™ ACQUITANIA'S BATTLE 
WITH » HURRICANE. 


VERY ROUGH CROSSING. 


e New York, Jan. 29, 

The masters. of Transatlantic 
liners urriving, here -report the 
roughest crossing for forty years; 
Both. the Acquitania and the La 
France arrived two days late, and 
the commander of the Acquitanis |: 
speaks of tempestuous winds and 
mountainous seas, and of a hurri- 
cane lasting continuously 
seventy-two hours, 

The Acquitinia was battling with 
seas seventy feet high when she 
received the Antinoe’s 8.08. and 
the vessel waa turned to ga to the: 
rescue but the President Roosevelt 
Was even nearer and wirelessed her 
ability.to.deal with the situation, 

On the following diys the Ac- 
quitania picked up the 8.0. S. of the 
Laristan\ but was ‘again assured 
that she was “not, required, — 
Reuters American Service. 2 

Yeuterday news came through that 
both thé Laristan and the - “Antinge 
had been given up for lost.. The 
President Roosevelt lost two men 
and six boats in many gallant at- 
tempts to rescue the crew of the 
British steamer. The Antinoe's 
crew had been ‘foodless for two 
days and were too weak to risk 
jumping into the sea, and the Tes 
cuing boats sent out were con- 
stantly threatened by heavy swells 
which © nearly. smnshed them 
against the sides of the Antince. 

The German. steamer: Bremen 
stood by. the Laristan’ which broke 
up in heavy seas with the loss ‘of 
twenty-five members of the crew, 


Six were rescued but mountajnous 
seus frustrated all further efforts.
